These are the countries left that are not working for the enemy in the Middle East. 
Hold tight because this is all we've got left outside of Zimbabwe and North Korea for 
the fight against the construction of the Third Temple. Libya now also works for the 
enemy along with Egypt sending troops into Yemen. Turkey is also run by the 
enemy where their founder is Mustafa Ataturk who was a freemason. What makes 
me correct about this is that we are lead to believe in the West that Saudi Arabia is 
running the show and wants to keep altering the Middle East as a long term 
investment, it will cost too much to build back up again and for some reason they 
don't want the wars to end unless if they win. They will go so far to have the USA 
work on their behalf, this is not believable. They don't need to wreck Syria because 
of Iran, let's forget how illegal that is in Islam. Syria is not an aggressor; they would 
be against the Zionists and America.

Speaking on behalf of Americans, many of them fall under these categories: 
they want nothing to do with the Middle East (that's the majority trust me on this), 
they want Islam as an enemy (don't take that the wrong way) because of 9/11 they 
view you as a barbarian, they put social policies at home first as a priority, they 
think America is demanding all of your oil sources, they have no knowledge about 
your region/ don't follow in part because they follow their home countries from 
abroad conflicts, they are more concerned about left or right wing economic based 
wars (that used to be me), they think each (not all) countries and their citizens 
wants war with each other, they think you are deliberately oppressing all women in 
your countries, or they think you and/or your countries are plotting to kill us here in 
America. Many people here put America and its safety first not seeing the damage 
it is doing to your homeland. The message you and | are sending is not and will not 
get across to people in America because the anti war protests work under the 
notion that these wars are for oil or to sell weapons to your countries. | would say 
fewer than 8% maybe lower here support you and unfortunately some are doing it 
out of hatred of America. Within it, some may support you and want you to change 
who you are at home but they do not expect it so this makes their support only 
worse off. Just remember that our common enemy will take any movement or 
anyone that helps as long as they/it are against the fundamentals of the followers of 
Abrahamic religions Judaism, Christianity, and Islam (I think this applies to 


Zoroastrians too, you might be their enemy as well; your hearts are good by the 
way). This is far bigger than just occupation and giving up Palestinian nationality 
because we follow Thou Shall Not Kill. Our enemy needs to kill those in their way 
because no one would give up being Palestinian. We cannot and will not be pinned 
against each other. They even leave us geo illiterate in the public schools in 
America (textbooks, not teachers if you are reading this saying "not me"). Part of 
the reason as to why we do not believe them is because we are servants of Allah, 
whereas they want us to be servants of them as their Goyim. | don't hate these 
people, | just understand them; this isn't written in anger. | might never personally 
understand your intense disapproval towards them even those barely affected by 
them. That's why I write this, because | seriously doubt | could do better in your 
shoes ignoring them than you are currently doing and I thank you for it. Keep living 
your life, that's the last thing they want from you. There could be more enemies of 
theirs; I'm not sure if nationalists outside one of their international banks are 
classified. As long as they lead the pack, they will take you in. | will give it to you 
straight, if you aren't in our movements and you want independence from these 
people or you just want some power, we are on the same team. Many of their 
soldiers do not want to fight their whole life which should be telling enough that 
whatever they are doing isn't working. There is plenty of room for dialogue, | don't 
care what you get from it, just help us and that's it. Better we fund people who 
know what they are doing than get people who don't know why we chose them. | 
say we because this will most likely be a joint pack. This revolt will be 100% 
religious based. It may or may not happen in my lifetime, my instinct says no. 


What this comes down to is if their economy crashes and the citizens want to 
leave, if it doesn't than we were mislead to revolt and it was the wrong answer. We 
do not want to attack but open their borders and shut off their nukes because those 
will destroy the Middle East and I do not want to sound like I'm advocating for it 
because | am never. They want us to fight them. These are smart people; they've 
started over five wars but claim that they were under attack or just say both sides 
wanted it. This is a classic example of a spin which is not the truth. If in one of these 
wars, these people did not push their neighbors into a war or did not start it, please 
feel free to correct me. Lying only makes things worse for us. We have such a case 
for them being on the offensive that the general public will almost have to believe 
us. They know that they cannot just march into Egypt and take land. What they will 
argue in the future is that all religions live in peace in their Zionist state so if we 
care about our religions we should join their side for peace but if the people of the 
Middle East do that, then they are no longer Lebanese, Palestinians, Egyptians you 
get the point. They would tell you that the people of the Middle East declared war 
on them for living in their homeland because it is "their land promised to them" and 
that their neighbors are the "occupiers." | dispute this because Bashar Al Assad had 
made a claim that the Syrians have the most Semitic blood in them (I believe him) 
and the citizens want to live under Syria. We strongly believe that the Ashkenazi 
Jews living were converts who lived in an empire known as the Kingdom of Khazaria 


during the Middle Ages. Also, they want lower birth rates of Muslims, Christians etc. 
In exchange, you get money; you get to live in their state, all while you betray your 
previous country that gave you a chance, that's the agreement. They know the 
Palestinians will never give up on Palestine. I'm not dumb and | see how there is a 
higher percentage of Christians in Palestine than in their Zionist state so by default | 
support Palestine. The Palestinians rightly feel cheated because Syria is not sending 
troops to help them. If Syria sends troops, they will be sanctioned by the UN bya 
claim of "escalating the conflict", this will just hinder Syria's reputation in the long 
run. | am not saying Syria is right or wrong to look the other way. In the West Bank, 
the Palestinians don't even have a military which should tell you that something is 
wrong there. They also want groups such as Al Nusra Front to attack the Zionists. Al 
Nusra Front agrees to because they really do believe that they will win. That's why 
Bashar Al Assad says that the Syrian War is about the next generation, they have to 
be kept safe from Syria ever collapsing. These groups will keep coming back up 
because they have "Islam" in their slogan which confuses people who think Syria is 
not an Islamic country.

What people seem to overlook is that in both Iraq and Syria, they don't want 
these rebels groups in them even if | did think it is time for a West Iraq, the Iraq 
military will take them out. Most Sunni's in Iraq do not trust Shiites and feel that Iraq 
will turn into a Shiite satellite for Iran. Iraq has a long ways go to in order to get 
fixed. Many secular Sunnis have joined groups such as Hamas in Gaza, just now 
they have abandoned "ISIS" which is to their benefit but they still join political 
parties such as the Baathists which put their lives at risk. Sunni's in general are 
losing in the countries such as Lebanon and Iraq, we can speculate another war in 
Lebanon in the future with Sunni's against the Shia's.

As | 
alluded to before, do not listen to Russian military leaders, they could be deceiving 
you in order to make us lose. Defect from them immediately. I'm not saying don't 
defend your homeland Russia if it is under attack, I'm just saying do not get caught 
up in Ukraine when a group is pushing forward or backward. If war were to 
simultaneously break out in both the Middle East and Ukraine or if | were forced to 


go to Ukraine, I'm not going to Ukraine and that is final. If you are stationed in the 
Middle East, you have to defect. It took Russia two years to join in the conflict and 
from my understanding that was after the Syrian government started to win. Now 
Bashar Al Assad is depicted as a puppet of Russia which makes matters worse. Go 
join groups that are funded directly by Iran or if you don't trust them, make your 
own. You do not get our support if you want a nuclear war to happen; we will fight 
you as well because we will never nuke Palestine or anywhere else because of the 
land, hate, and revenge attack from it. In the meantime, we will keep arming groups 
who are in defense of their countries. If not, they will be treated as liberators in 
Lebanon where wars do not end and the people there will surrender for peace but | 
doubt they ever would. Every group must serve Lebanon not the Zionists or else 
they are our enemy. Hopefully a ceasefire can be reached including the groups that 
side with the Zionists groups as a whole because threatening them or aggravating 
them leads to war which is not good. They might control most of our politicians, but 
they do not control us at home. This includes the citizens of Egypt, Jordan, Saudi 
Arabia, Turkey, Iraq, Kuwait Syria, and can't forget Palestine. They also refer to you 
as an Arab in their country which robs you of your nationality; you are no longer a 
Palestinian if you live there but you can disagree with what they are doing to you of 
course.

You have NO right to target Assad, he did everything he could to give you your own 
state within a state, you would not want me. Now because of the Arab Spring, you 
claim all of these rights that were never there. Also, you don't take armaments from 
countries that are NOT Islamic, | would invade too; this is not a joke. Assad doesn't 
want to break your heart, | will, | will show you all of the countries that are not 
Islamic, | gave you the option to leave Syria and you didn't. You've lost both the 
election and the war, how about you just leave Syria as a whole? You know nothing 
about unification and now you got innocent people involved with this. The enemy

Why don't you personally take a trip to Iraq and tell them what 
you are doing, see what happens. See how this is all going to fail at some point?

No Muslim sends an airstrike on a wedding in Yemen 
on innocent civilians, there are just things we as human never do even in revenge 
no leader does something like that. That is beyond awful, | can't put it in words how 
stupid many people in the West are to overlook it but somehow blame Islam. It's 
worse than that, no person in Yemen attacked the Saud's ever. | don't need to study 
Islam to know that is never allowed. The UN has failed the world for sweeping this 
under the rug; someone clearly owns it because | would not allow an ally to buy 
their way out of this, it would be the last day | had them as an ally infact | would 
seek their demise for ordering such an attack. Islam does not allow the killing of 
innocents; that is terrorism. Killing innocents is not a just cause which is what 
Jundullah who is funded by America, Saudi Arabia, Israel and Al-Qaeda is doing in 
Iran and Pakistan. That's why Muslims in America get so passionate when people 
harass them, because they know they themselves personally are not killers. To 
make matters worse, 50,000 children have died as a result of starvation from the 
Saud food Red Sea blockade. 


Finally, they say we are against Islam for preventing foreign fighters from 
other countries to come into the Middle East to fight the wars. What they are doing 
is illegal based on borders. No country would accept foreigners who try to conquer 
them, the same goes for Syria.

If you don't do what they want, 
you're a racist. Point being, they can't accept being wrong. This stuff happens, 
Wahhab thought it was acceptable to have all Sunni's executed because he thought 
there were practices in the Sunnah were not there, he couldn't get his way. Without 
a doubt, this is evil at its core; Wahhab was a Sunni killer, anything but a scholar of 
Islam. It's easy for a country like China to add and subtract to their constitution yet 
their constitution was inspired by the West, how unjust is that? They know where 
they get the overwhelming majority of their laws from, do something different or 
else or don't plagiarize. Back in the 18th century in Ottoman Arabia, their citizens 
knew not to fight others who had their own practices yet they do not get the credit 
they deserve, they are just painted by others as "stupid people who couldn't read 
the Quran". How ironic is it that these people were engaged in their society but in 
America they cannot get 40% of the country to vote get people to vote? | wanted to 
bring people back to 1920 stand of society, yet that society would easily carry over 
into today.

But somehow it took the US 
government over 10 years to find him after the invasion of Afghanistan. They keep 
attacking Kurds in Turkey for this exact reason and the Kurds keep getting financial 
funding from Syria. 


These people ban Bibles in Saudi Arabia; they want you to think the Quran is 
separate when the Quran mentions both the Bible and Torah by name! Read this 
one verse and tell me who is right (this is in reference to Jesus) "We gave him the 
Gospel containing guidance and light, verifying that which was before it of the 
Torah, and guidance and an admonition for the dutiful" Quran 5:46.

What I've also come to notice is that their interviews are like open conversations, 
they don't allow their guests to answers questions fully it's like they are in a rush to 
get done, they want short answers to deep questions. They even bring up the past 
to use as a narrative in which I did not live in so back off! | get my own opinion on 
the past don't I? Don't even try to speak on my behalf TV commentators. Sean this 
is for you, let me decide what Islam is and what it isn't. When you use phrases like 
"Radical Islam" you purposely don't quote the Quran to help your viewers better 
understand what they view as their enemy. How many of them have read a Quran? 
How many more of them read one verse and say "yep | don't like it"? | know these 
people | went to college with them and | really think if | sat down and showed it to 
them, maybe they would like it but not do what is in it.
